Å. regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 11 A. M. 


Present — Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


The minutes of meeting of March 
25, 1920, were read and approved. 


Mayor Gillen: Is there any citizen 
desiring to be heard by the Board? 


Mr. Henry Hahn, 9 Clinton Street, 
` Newark: I would like to call your 
attention to a statement which ap- 
pears om page 40 of the January, 
1920, minutes of your Board referring 
to a complaint of Pincus Stein being 
mistreated in the Fourth Precinct 
Police Court. Mr. Silberman in his 
remarks says that “Information on 
Mr. Stein’s matter was given to the 
Ledger by Alderman Henry Hahn, of 
the Third Ward, and I think that tells 
the story.” I want to enter my most 
emphatic denial of the statement that 
I know anything of such action being 
taken by King Solomon Association. 
Mr. Silberman’s statement is untrue, 
and I want to have it on public rec- 
ord. I do not want anything of that 


sort to go uncontradicted, and I would 
like to have it put in short form on 
your minutes, 


Dr. W. G. Hanrahan, 36a Fulton 
Street, Newark: I want to bring be- 
fore your Commission a matter of 
vital importance to the welfare of all 
the people of our great community. 
I represent the Newark Tenants’ 
League and the Essex County Rent 
Payers’ Association. Our courts ara 
being crowded with people who ara 
being dispossessed by avaricious land- 
lords, and one of the Judges of tha 
District Courts refuses to give a trial 
by jury. Judge McMahon is the man. 
I have not received an affidavit to 
that effect, but people have brought 
this to my attention and I think he 
should be reprimanded. if this is true. 
He cannot deprive these people of 
their constitutional rights. I would 
like to read two resolutions on this 
question: ` 


WHEREAS, The Mayor's Ant) Rent 
Profiteering Committee have at times 
been unable to procure presence of 
owners of property where extortion-

Commissioner Monahan: Will the 
passing of an ordinance such as Jer- 
sey City has relieve the situation 
any? 


Dr. Hanrahan: We feel an ordi- 
nance should be passed requiring 
landlords to file with the City Clerk 
a request for their increase, one copy 
to be handed to the Tax Office, and 
one copy to the Income Tax Depart- 
If that was done and they 
wanted to exact a reasonable raise, it 
Should be granted. A fair landlord 
could go there without the slightest 
fear of getting injustice. 


Commissioner Raymond: Can't we 
revise the tax bills as they increase 
the rent. I think if they hold their 
property at such a high rate they 
Should pay taxes on it. I think you 
wil find that will check their en- 
thusiasm. 


Dr. Hanrahan: I think if a clerk 
from the Tax Office attended our 
meeting once a week to follow up 
these cases, that he could take note 
of property that is going up in value 
and report back to the office. 


Commissioner Monahan moved that 
one of the clerks from the Tax Board 
sit with the Rent Profiteering Com- 
mittee once a week and report back 
to the Tax Office,

Dr. Hanrahan: I think if that or-

Chicago has a 
proposition under way to ‘advance 
one hundred million dollars to get 
homes there and it will be a great 
benefit to Chicago. I think this city 
should pass a bond issue of a million 
dollars to relieve the housing situa- 
tion. 


Commissioner Archibald: We can- 
not do that without legislative action. 
There are bills in the Legislature 
now providing for this. 


Commissioner Monahan moved that 
the Board adopt an ordinance símilar 
to that of Jersey City requiring land- 
lords to report all cases of rent in- 
creases and evictions to the City 
Clerk, and that the Law Department 
be instructed to look into the legality 
of such an ordinance under the City 
Charter and have ordinances pre- 
pared for introduction at the next 
meeting of the Board if the Board has 
power to pass such an ordinance.

Hanrahan: One more thing, 
that is, we would like the co-opera- 
tion of all of the Commissioners in 
the defense of these people who have 
no homes to go to and ask for a trial 
by jury, and that the Legal Depart- 
ment be asked to help them the same 
as is done in Jersey City, and we 
ask your co-operation to furnish legal 
talent and insist that the trials go on 
the calendar. If the Jersey City 
courts interpret the law more favor- 


ably toward tenants, I cannot see why 
the same interpretation cannot be 
made by our Judges. 


Mr. Congleton: The courts have 
been granting trials by jury if re- 
quest is filed within the time fixed 
by statute. The court has no discre- 
tion in the matter. It is your right, 
if you make your demand within the 
time fixed by law, or one_day before 
the return day of the summons. 


Mr. Bernard Warstein, 66 Mercer 
Street, Newark, also appeared before 
the Board and suggested as a rem- 
edy for the housing problem the 
building of co-operative plan homes. 


Mr. Robert W. Mulhern, 204 Sher- 
man Avenue, Newark, appeared be- 
fore the Board and stated he was 
served with a dispossess notice, and 
requested a trial by jury and paid 
the Clerk of the Court $5.75, that he 
had seen Mr. Kussy, of the Law De- 
partment, for the purpose of having 
him defend him, and that when he 
go} down stairs in front of the court- 
room Mr. Kussy told him he had no 
case and that the Judge woud ask 
him for a statement of facts and 
throw the case out. 


Miss Rose Weiss, 47 West 42nd 
Street, New York City, stated she had 
several cases to bring before the Dis- 
trict Courts and had been informed 
it was not necessary to pay any fee 
and that when she appeared in court 
this morning was told her cases were 
not on the calendar because she had 
not paid the necessary fees. 


Mr. Nathan Kussy, Law Depart- 
ment: I was informed at ten miu- 
utes to ten this morning that some- 
one had a tenancy matter pending in 
court. I consulted with the gentle- 


man who has just appeared before 
this Commission and informed him 
that with the facts as presented to 
me there was no legal defense in the 
proceedings, and I fold him in all 
probability if the case were tried the 
Judge would direct a verdict in favor 
of the landlord on the facts pre- 
sented, as he had no legal defense. I 
informed him that the Judges permit 
the juries in all cases to pass upon 
questions of fact, but if there was no 
question as to facts and it appeared 
from statements in the case and from 
the admitted facts that it was purely 
a question of law, that the court 
would decide the question, and if 
there is no legal question direct the 
verdict. I thereupon took up the 
matter with the attorney for 
the landlord and induced him to 
permit this party to remain un- 
til May lst. I wish to state, 
Mr, Mayor, it seems to me, after ap- 
pearing in court for five months, that 
the disposition of the Judges in gen- 
eral is fair. In the five months I 
have been appearing in District 
Courts on behalf of tenants, 95 per 
eént. of those cases have been de- 
cided in favor of the tenants, -The 
unfortunate element in these cases is 
that the law as it exists at present is 
unjust to tenants and for that reason 
bills have been introduced in the 
Legislature to remedy this, but from 
my experience the Judges of the Dis- 
trict Courts act fair and justly to 
tenants. 


Commissioner Raymond: It might 
be well for the Law Department to 
find out under what theory the Jer- 
sey City Courts are working and pre- 
sent that theory to our Judges, and 
I would suggest that the matter be 
taken up with the Jersey City au- 
thorities to ascertain what their the- 
ory is. : 


Mr. Henry Hahn, 9 Clinton Street, 
Newark, appeared before *the Board 
representing the Federation of Im- 
provement Associations and requested 
the Board to take some action on the 
proposed jitney regulation measure. 
I think this law should be discour- 
aged and this Commission should do 
everything in its power to see that 
this law is not passed. The Public 
Utilities Commission has shown it is 
thoroughly incompetent to take care 
of its present duties. From all sides 
you hear complaints against ther. 
We want this Utility Commission re- 
moved, and besides that we want this 
Jaw that puts the jitneys under tne 
Public Utilities Commission defeated. 
We want home rule and we feel we 
have a Commission here in Newark 
that is competent to handle the jit- 
neys. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the Board present a memorial to the 
Legislature protesting against this in-' 
terference with our internal govern- 
ment, i :

To the Honorable Mayor of the 
City of Newark and to the 
Commissioners of the City: 


We, the undersigned, American citi- 
zens of Hungarian extraction, and resi- 
dents of the City of Newark, N. J., do 
humbly apply to the Hon. Mayor and 
Commissioners of the City of Newark 
as to grant us a week called “Hun- 
garian Week” for the purpose to raise 
$50,000.00 for helping the starving chil- 
dren in Hungary. 


The American Relief Committee for 
Hungarian Sufferers, of which we are 
members, is a part of the American 
Relicf Administration European Chil- 
dren’s Fund of which Herbert Hoover 
is Chairman. This Hungarian Com- 
mittee has undertaken to finance the 


entire program for feeding 100,000 or 
more children 1n Hungary, and for 
supplying complete clothing outfits for 
40,000 or more. This program requires 
an expenditure of about One Million 
Dollars. Mr. Hoover has given his un- 
reserved support to the Hungarian 
Committee. 


The American Relief Committee for 
Hungarian Sufferers has already 
' raised $500,000.00 for its magnificent 
purpose. Every cent collected by the 
committee is sent to Mr. Hoover and 
against it he established feeding sta- 
tions in Budapest and other parts in 


Hungary. Today there are 251 feed, 


ing stations in Hungary giving one 
square meal for 115,610 hungry chil- 
dren. 


Jt is stated by Dr. John Bokay, a 
child specialist of European reputation, 
that since November 26th, 1919, when 
the Hoover Administration established 
the first feeding station in Budapest 
for children the death rate dropped 
from 97 per cent. to 31 per cent.

Mayor Gillen: There is a delegation 
here representing the Hungarian So- 
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cieties to take up with the Commis- 
sion the question of a drive for starv- 
ing children of Hungary. 


Rev. Andrew Szilagyi, 71 Haw- 
thorne Avenue, Yonkers, New York: 
I represent the American-Hungary So- 
ciety for Relief in Hungary, of which 
Mr. Herbert Hoover is Chairman. It 
is our purpose to conduct a drive for 
$50,000 with which to send food and 
clothing to the starving children and 
women of Hungary. Of course, a state 
of war still exists between the United 
States and Austria-Hungary, but we 
have had a conference with Mr. Hoover 
and he has endorsed the movement and 
has promised to establish food stations 
in Hungary. We do not intend to send 
money there, but food and clothing 
When I was there in December and 
January I saw children dying on the 
street for the want of food. I asked 
one of the prominent doctors there 
what could be done for these children 
and was told that the only thing they 
needed was food, that they were not 
sick but were dying of starvation, and 
there was no other way of saving them 
but by giving them food. We have 
already raised $600,000 with which we 
have sent food to these poor children, 
and as a consequence the death rate 
has dropped from 97% to 31% and the 
American-Hungarian people in Newark 
now ask the support of the Mayor and 
Commissioners to have the week of 
April 19th to 25th set aside for a drive 
to aid these starving children. 


Commissioner Monahan moved that 
this request be granted and that the 
members of the Commission give all 
their moral support in the undertaking.

Commissioner Brennan: Mr. Mayor, 
I have just one matter I desire to 
bring before the Commission. In look- 
ing over the Legislative Manual it re- 
ports Assembly Bill 143 as having 
passed the House. That is the Dill 
known as the Police and Fire Pension. 
I know this virtually amounts to 
political suicide for me, gentlemen, but 
I am against the Police-Fire pension 
bill that has passed the House. It im- 
poses upon all the municipalities of 
the State to make up any deficit that 
may arise and giving at the same time 
retirement at the age of 50 years after 
20 years of service without any oppor- 
tunity of vetoing such an application 
that is made. We cannot stop it if this 
bill becomes a law and anyone 50 years 
of age can apply for a pension in the 
morning and be placed on the pension 
list on half pay. I think it is an un- 
fair proposition to the city. I feel it 
is imposing upon municipalities, espe- 
cially Newark, burdens that it should 
not be called upon to assume at this 
time. It has passed the House and 
goes to the Senate. I think this body, 
as the governing body of the city, 
should request a hearing to be given by 
whatever committee it is referred to in 
the Senate and some action taken by 
the Board of Commissioners relative 
to their stand upon the proposed 
measure. It imposes upon the city the 
payment of 4 per cent. of the annual 
salary of every member of the depart- 
ments, and in addition to that manda- 
torily makes the city responsible for 
any deficit that may exist in the pen- 
sion funds. It imposes upon the mem- 
bers of the departments 2 per cent. of 
their salary to be paid to the Commis- 
sion, but it is imposing upon the city 
an additional 2 per cent. of salaries 


> 
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and any deficit that may arise I think 
it is a bill that should not be allowed 
to go by without some consideration 
being given to it by the Board of 
Commissioners. 


City Counsel Congleton: A man on 
the police force now, if he is not in- 
jured in the discharge of his duties, or 
if he dies from natural causes or sick- 
ness not in the discharge of his duties, 
at present he would have to be a mem- 
ber of the police force nine years, and 
this wipes that out. 


Commissioner Brennan: I would 
not view that particular phase of the 
proposed legislation as seriously as I 
would for the city having to make good 
any deficit and the 50 year retirement. 
Some of the best men in the depart- 
ment today are 50 years of age and 
over, 


City Counsel Congleton: The Com- 
mission that has been investigating it 
have figured it will cost Newark, with- 
out creating a reserve fund to meet 
pensions, 19 to 20 per cent. of the pay- 
roll to carry these pensions, and they 
tried to get together on a compromise 
between Bill 143 and Pierson's 108 and 
I understand Mr. Pierson gave in on 
certain things and he supposed that his 
bill was coming out as a substitute and 
instead of that original 143 came out 
and passed in its original form. 


Acting Auditor Brady stated the cost 
to the city for tho first year would be 
between $600,000 and $700,000. 


Commissioner Brennan moved that 
the City Clerk be requested to ask for 
a hearing on Assembly Bill 143 by 
whatever committee it has been refer- 
red to; that we are opposed to it in its 
present form and before reporting it 
out the Commissioners would like to 


have a hearing on it, and that a copy 
of this motion be furnished to each 
member of the Senate.

Commissioner Brennan: Mr. Mayor, 
a week ago today we took action 
requesting a hearing from the mem- 
bers of the New Jersey Senate on 
House Bill 143, known as the Police 
and Fire Pension Bill, because of its 
baa effect upon the City of Newark, 
and yesterday afternoon, under sus- 
pension of the rules, I understand 
the bill passed the Senate. It is now 
on its way to the Governor, if not

' fore he signs it. 


there already I am informed by the 
City Auditor that it means the rais- 
ing in some manner or other from 
$75,000 to $80,000 to comply with the 
provisions of this bill for the re- 
mainder of this year. It will mean a 
year hence and each year there- 
after an increase in the tax budget, 
figured by some people, of a sum of 
$67,000. I, this ' morning, personally 
sent a telegram to the Governor re- 
questing a hearing on this bill be- 
I am bringing the 
matter to the attention of the Com- 
missioners so that it may not be said 
that it has gone over and going to 
impose this financial burden upon the 
City without the Commission doing 
everything it can to try and get 
from under it. I feel that it is an ' 
unfair attitude by this organiza- 
tion to impose this additional finan- 
cial burden on the City and there are 
other portions of the bill that are 
vicious to say the least. As an il- 
lustration, a man may retire at the 
age of fifty years. This is mand- 
atory. A man may join the depart- 
ment today and become disabled and 
tomorrow is eligible to pension on 
half pay under the provisions of 
the bill. The city is compelled to 
make up any deficit that may exist, 
as well as having to pay four per 
cent. of the salaries of all those 
employees into this fund. I feel this 
Commission should request the Gover- 
nor to give them a hearing on the 
proposition so far as it affects the 
city financially. I feel it is a prob- 
lem that is a serious one to the city. 
We have in both departments ap- 
proximately 235 men that can retire 
if they so elect. There are approxi- 
mately 118 in the Police Division 
alone. I have not the figures for 
the Fire Division alone. They can 
retire on their own volition and we 
have to give them half pay without 


a word to say as to whether we de- 
sire them to retire.

Commissioner Archibald: It ıs our 
understanding we owe them some 
money, but there are adjustments to 
be made on interest accounts and if 
we can get statements from them we 
are prepared to pay our share, Mr. 
Brady and I have figured out they owe 
us several thousand dollars. Mr. 
Brady had them on the telephone at 
the meeting the other day and we 
have been trying to get a statement 
from them. 


Acting Auditor Brady: The Passaic 
Valley Sewerage Commission claim we 
owe them $1,700,000, but there are ad- 
justments to be made and I think it 


. is about 66% of $800,000 we are to get 
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eredit for, and I do not think we should 
pay them anything until we get that 
Statement, which is for interest and 
charges of that kind. I saw in the 
paper they claim it is about $800,000. 
When we get that money and state- 
ment and see what we owe them we 
can pay it back to them. We do not 
want to issue bonds and have the 
money laying on our hands.

Mayor Gillen: Why can’t the con- 
cerns that want to save an hour open 
an hour earlier and close an hour 
earlier? 


City Counsel Congleton: Nine-tenths 
of business houses are working on the 
new time. Newark and New York 
banks have adopted it. 


Commissioner Archibald: I think 
we should go officially on record as 
favoring daylight saving, or go back to 
standard time. I would suggest we. 
get uniform action with surrounding 
municipalities. Many of them have 
adopted daylight saving and as New 
York and Jersey City have adopted it, 
we being the largest city in the State, 
should take some action. 


Commissioner Monahan: I think the 
proper place to take it up would be at 
the convention of the League of Muni- 
cipalities at Atlantic City on April 23d. 


Commissioner Archibald: I thought 
it would be a good idea to take it up 
with the towns surrounding us in Es- 
sex County and invite Elizabeth to 
come in and see what they think of 
the matter.

Some fliers 
have been in the habit of performing 
stunts where large crowds gather, and 
many death would result at a place 
such as the Velodrome where some 
17,000 people are gathered if an aviator 
should come along and do some spec- 
tacular stunts and lose control of his 
machine and shoot down into the 
crowd. 'There should be an ordinance 
to prevent any circus business or 
stunts about the city. 


Commissioner Brennan:

The only ` 
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all right with respect to the men at 
the flying field, but those fellows who 
are flying between Long Island, Phila- 
delphia and Washington. How are you 
going to tell who he is? 


Mayor Gillen: I think an ordinance 
should be passed pending legislation 
by the State or Federal Government 
that would prevent stunt flying. 


Commissioner Brennan: I might 
say, Mr. Mayor, the prosecutor is iti- 
vestigating this matter with the view 
of seeing what can be done to adopt 
some regulating measure. 


Mayor Gillen: The same thing oc- 
curred in the regulation of automo- 
biles, first the city regulated them by 
ordinance and then it was found the 
automobile was a long distance 
traveler and it was necessary to regu- 
late them by state law and the State 
then passed laws that superseded most 
of the city ordinances and that is ex- 
actly what we should do with aero- 
planes.

3. Any landlord or lessee, his legal

comply with the provisions of section 
one of this ordinance, shall upon con- 
viction thereof, pay a fine of Ten Dol- 
lars for the first offense, and Twenty- 
five Dollars for each subsequent of- 
fense, 


4, This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately.

Friend Mayor: 


We just received our 1920 tax bill. 
In connection with same I want to 
say that we have always paid our tax 
bills without argument; it has always 
been a pleasure to pay them in the 
past, but I am going to call your at- 
tention to a matter that has been 
dragging along since last Fall and 
I trust that you will give it your per- 
sonal attention. 

We have bought property on Bond 
Street, there was lumber piled in the 
Street; sheds were built in it; it was 
nothing more than a very poor alley. 
We cleaned this all out, and at the 
expense of over $100 carted in cinders 
and made quite a respectable street 
out of it It being only one block 
long, this was not a difficult matter. 
At our expense every Spring we 
have had a man wheel a few cinders 


in and rake ıt up and clean up the 
street, trying to make 1t look half way 
decent and keep it in that condition. 


For some reason people seem to 
think they have a perfect right to 
dump garbage and any kind of old 
waste material, or ashes or dirt on 
this street. We are enclosing letters 
that will show that we complained to 
the Fifth Police Precinct and the 
Board of Health and the Street Com- 
missioner's office. They all flocked up 
here at the time of these complaints 
and told us just what they were going 
to do and passed the buck from one 
to another. Really the only result 
we got out of it was a notice from 
the Police Department to clean the 
snow off from our sidewalk. Of 
course, we do not know why we got 
this notice, but we do know that the 
ashes, etc, are still in the street and 
they still continue to dump in the 
Street. Although we gave them the 
name of the man that was caught 
dumping in the street there was no 
action taken; that is far enough to 
remove any material that was dumped 
in the street. One end of Bond 
Street is half closed now with cin- 
ders and dirt, and I feel that we have 
not had proper attention nor proper 
co-operation or anything else from the 
different departments of the city to 
which we have complained. 


It is not our desire to antagonize 
any of the departments that this 
matter is taken up with. We are 
willing to co-operate. We do not like 
to make anybody sore or make any 
complaints that are going to get 
anybody in trouble but we do feel 
that we are entitled to a little more 
consideration that we have received.

My dear Mr. Egan: 


I am in receipt, through the Manager 
of the Air Mail Service at Heller Field, 
Newark, of the text of à proposed ordi- 
nance, with the information that a pub- 
lic hearing will be granted on same in 
Newark on April 29th. 


In my opinion, the provisions and 
spirit of the proposed ordinance in gen- 
eral are moderate and commendable. I 
would respectfully suggest, however, 
that the altitude of 4,000 feet is unnec- 
essary, for the reason that at an alti- 
tude of 2,000 feet a pilot with motor 
trouble or losing his power entirely 
would be able to glide more than one 
mile to some open plot of ground, and 
for personal safety he will always pick 
the largest free space that he can find. 
In the event that his plane should get 
completely out of control and fall to 
the earth, 4,000 or even 6,000 feet will 
not prevent a crash to the earth. 


Section B of the proposed ordinance 
is an excellent regulation, as is Section 
C, prohibiting planes from passing 
over the central portion of the city. 1 
might call attention to the fact that 
the enforcement of Section C makes 
the requirement of a 4,000 feet altitude 
in Section A further unnecessary. I 
believe a minimum altitude of 2,000 
feet, where flying over the central part 
of a city is prohibited, is ample. There 


is a practicable flying reason for this 


also. Fair weather and cloudless areas 
may often be found at 2,000 feet, where- 


as at 4,000 feet the pilot may lose him, 


self in comparatively low hanging 
clouds or battle in bumpy winds. 


Section D, relating to throwing ad- 
vertising or other matter out of planes, 
Section E, regulating night flying, and 
Section F, prohibiting stunt flying ex- 
cept under permit, are excellent pro- 
visions. f 


While, under the Federal statute, the 
expeditious transmission of mails is 
reserved to the Federal Government, 
the Post Office Department takes pride 
in its policy of always endeavoring to 
adjust its operations to the sentiment 
and legal restrictions governing the 
citizens of a community in which it 


operates, and should the City Council 
of Newark enact such an ordinance as 
indicated in the text submitted to us, 
all employees of the Air Mail will be C 
directed to observe it in good faith, 
and the Department will assist the au- 
thorities of Newark in its enforcement.

Honorable Sirs: - 


I hereby respectfully report to you 
that on Tuesday night, April 27, 1920, 
I suspended William Cavanaugh, a 
clerk in my office. 


This action on my part was nec- 
essary for the following reasons: 


Mr. Cavanaugh had been instructed 
by Mr. Martin G. Bross, Chief Clerk 
of my office, by my direction, to re- 
port for duty in connection with the 
Primary Election being held on that 
day at 6:30 in the evening, and to 
remain in the office until 9:00 P. M. 


Mr. Cavanaugh appeared at the of- 
fice at about 8:30 or 9:00 P. M. in 
an intoxicated condition. I was not 
in my office on the second floor when 
he first put in his appearance, but 
was in the basement in connection 
with the election work. Mr. Bross, 
however, was in the office, and upon 
investigation I found that Mr. Cav- 
anaugh became very abusive to Mr. 
Bross and to other clerks in the of- 
fice, and failed to perform the duties 
assigned to him by Mr. Bross. 


I was acquainted with the situation 
by Mr. Bross and immediately went 
to the office where Mr. Cavanaugh 
was located, when he immediately 
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used very abusive and indecent lan- 
guage to me, and upon my trying to 
calm him and call his attention to the 
fact that he was in a public office 
and was on duty as a city employee 
he only became more abusive. 


Mr. Cavanaugh's actions were of 
such a nature that I deemed it advisa- 
ble to have him examined by Dr. J. 
Henry Clark, the police surgeon, and 
upon his appearance at the office Mr. 
Cavanaugh endeavored to prevent Dr. 
Clark from examining him and struck 
the doctor. Dr. Clark pronounced him 
suffering with alcoholism and ordered 
him taken to the City Hospital by 
a police officer, for whom he had 
telephoned personally. 


I immediately suspended Mr. Cav- 
anaugh and I hereby prefer the fol- 
lowing charges against him: 


1. Appearing at the office of the 
City Clerk, of which he is an attache, 
for the performance of duty, in an in- 
toxicated condition. 


2. Failure to perform duties as- 
signed to him as clerk in the City 
Clerk’s office. 


3. Using abusive and indecent 
language to the City Clerk, the Chief 
Clerk and other clerks in the City 
Clerk’s department. 


4. Insubordination. 


While I regret the necessity of pre- 
ferring these charges, I feel that I 
am compelled to do so in order to 
maintain proper discipline in this de- 
partment.

City Counsel Congleton: The prop- 
er procedure would be to ratify the 
action of the City Clerk in suspend- 
ing him on Tuesday night and that 
his suspension be continued until 
such time as you have had an op- 
portunity to investigate it; then take 
such action as you deem proper. He 
does not have to be given a formal 
trial. If upon investigation you de- 
cide he should be removed or the 
suspension continued you notify him, 
setting forth the reasons in writing, 
giving him a reasonable time in which 
to reply, then send the papers to the 
Civil Service Commission. Persons 
in the classified service do not have 
to be given a trial by the Board. 
That is up to the Civil Service Com- 
mission. -
